Community Greets President s 
Job Proposals with Skepticism

SAN FRANCISCO The 
Mayors Office of Employment 
and Training (MOET) and the 
Chinatown Youth Center ex- 
pressed skepticism about the goals 
and the effects of the President's 
Proposed approaches to increase 
jobs for adults and youths， 

Bowing to increasing Con- 
gressional pressure to address the 
nation's unemployment problem， 
President Reagan has decided to 
Support an increase in the federal 
gasoline tax in order to finance 
highway and bridge reconstruec- 
tion over the next five years， 

TRUCKS AND TIRES 

The program is expected to 
generate Up to 320,000 jobs,， and 
Congress is expected to act on the 
proposal during the current lame 
duck session, 

The- Proposal calls for a 4c per 
gallon increase in the federal 
gasoline tax, doubling :the current 
4c per gallon rate. The added gas 
tax，plus a lc tax hike on heavy 
trucks and tires，would raise close 
to $33 billion over the next five 
years. 

In addition to _ bridge and 


highway reconstruction，Ppart of 
the money would be spent on 
Urban mass transit systems，The 
tax increase Would cost the 
averageimotorist.$30Pper year， 

Ray Hollanmd，assistant director 
of MOET expressed ITeservations 
about the ， effectiveness of the 
program as a solution to the 
unemployment problem， 

TIMING 

“The question we have concerns 
the timing,”he argued. “If the 
program involves the normal 
bidding procedures (to obtain the 
government contracts to do the 
Tepair work), it will be a year to a 
year and a hajlf before we see any 
new jobs.… 

In_ announcing his support for 
the Proposal，Reagan had been 
duick to note that the highway 
Program was not specifically a 
jobs program. “There's no 
question but obviously there w 这 
be some employment with 让 ，bnut 
it is not a jobs bill as such,” 
Reagan said. 

He has been highly critical of 
programs whose primary goal is 
the creation of jobs，referring to 
such programs as “make work，

ment programs,” such as the

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OAKLAND 一 Six former 
employees of the controversial 
Sakura Club in Oakland China- 
town have filed charges against 
the club, claiming they were fired 
for refusing to engage in 
Prostitution 

“In some cases, the women were 
just told to be nice' to the 
customers who tipped well，and 
sometimes there were direct 
requests for sexual intercourse,” 
Elaine Wallace，attorney for the 
former hostesses，told the SF 
Cjhromicle. 

“Those who chose not to have 
Sex With the customers were 
fired.” 

CLASS ACTION 

Wallace told 开 ast/West that 
approximately 20 employees had 
been fired by the club for refusing 
to have sex with customers, She is 
Tepresenting all of them in a class 
action suit against the club， 
although only six would allow 
their names to be used in the suit， 

At present，the attorney has 
f 旨 ed charges with the Dept， of 
Fair Housing and 了 mployment 
against club owners Steve Cheung 
and Rod Cook for wrongful 
termination and sexual harass- 
ment. She is also seeking unpaid 
back wages and an undisclosed 
amount in damages on behalf of 
her clients. 

Despite the wrongful termina- 
tions, she is not seeking to have her 
clients reinstated， she stressed. 
“There's no way to _ guarantee the 
terms and conditions of their 
employment there,，” she ex-

Prostitution is precisely what

“The fact that the women 
themselves came forward shows 
that the club was attracting honest 
Women who just wanted a job 
Chen observed. 

Wallace confirmed Chen's ob- 
servation，saying that her clients 
were Unaware they would be 
asked to engage in prostitution 
when they were hired. 

“They legitimately thought they 
could be dancers and able to make 
a decent living at 让 .These are 
women with children,boyfriends 
and husbands，One is even 
pregnantl” she exclaimed. 

Wallace added that one of her 
clients is only 16 years old,.“They 
(the club owners) knew she was 
only 16 and wanted her to go out 
and get false identification，They 
evem told her not to go to Berkeley 
for it because she could get better 
fake ID elsewhere.” 

Most of Wallace's clients in the 
suit are from 18 to 23 years old. 

Her clients have been repeat- 
edly contacted by the club owners 
asking them to drop their suit. 
“The women told them to contact 
me as their attorney，but So far， 
they"ve refused to do so. And Im 
certainly not going to contact 
thenmn,”she asserted. 

Bill Louie，chair of the Project 


,seem to be fairly successful as a 


Area Committee，said that he 
wasnt particularly shocked by the 
charges filed by the former 
employees， 

“Tm not surprised that this sort 
of thing was occurring there,”he 
said,“but I was a little surprised 
that the charges came from the 
women themselves. TI would have 
thought they would come from 
one of the community groups,” 

Louie saidq that the recent 
charges would be discussed at the 
group's upcoming meeting and 
further action would be discussed 
at that time， 

Victor Mah，also with the 
committee，added that the group 
would adopt a“wait and .see 
attitude，and that further action 
would depend on whether the 
charges filed by the former 
employees are proven 记 court，

Undergraduates must Dnow 
achieve a score of at least 500 on 
the Test of English as a Foreign 
Language (TOEFL); and grad- 
uate students a score of at least 
550. ， 
COMPETITIVE 

“Our minimum redquirement 
has always been an acroSS- 
the-board 525 score for TOEFEL,” 
explained Judith，Hirsch， assis- 


tant Vice-president for 
admissions and records at 
California State University at 


Hayward. 

The university will increase the 
graduate requirement to comply 
with the newly-approved change. 
Hirsch also pointed out,，however， 
ithat the school's higher 525 score 


allowed under the new testing 
policy.” 

| Despite the increase， Hirsch 
does not anticipate any significant 
reductions on the graduate 
programs wheremostoftheforeign 
students are found,. “Admission 
requires a _ competitive Score in 
tests like the GRE (Graduate 
Records 下 xamination)， 
means the student has to _ have a 
good command of English al- 
ready, 

“To be competitive in the 
(Specific) graduate Program,，”

3Vietnamese 
For Bribery 


LOS ANGELES 一 工 A police 
officers last week arrested a well- 
known Vietnamese cabaret singer， 
her brother and a sister on charges 
that they engaged in _a， wide- 
ranging Scheme to bribe several 
police and court officials， 

According to the investigators， 
the three members of the 
influential refugee family paid 
over $8,000 to illegally obtain 
business and liquor licenses，and 
to win a court dismissal of a 
criminal extortion and robbery 
case filed last September， 

The three include Hong Thi 
Nguyen, 34, a Southern California 
and Houston entertainer; her 
Sister，Lan Bich Le，27，a 
businesswoman;，and Tanh Khac 
Bue，24，their brothers，The 
brother had been charged with 
kidnapping，robbery and extor- 
tion in a baseball-bat beating of al 
Vietnamese businessmam in tha 
city of Westminister， |

bribery, all three are being held in 
lieu of $100,000 bail. The arrests

VANCOUVER，British Colum- 
bia 一 Agroup of samsei Japanese 
Canadians have announced that 
they are beginning efforts to seek a 
government apology and cash 
reparations for. elderly Japanese 
Who suffered dispossession, intern- 
ment and ,forced labor during 
World War II because of their 
Tace， 

The experiences of the 23,000 
Japanese Canadians correspond 
closely to those of the over 110,000 
Japanese Americans who were 
also forced to relocate and stay 
within camps during that period， 

PRIMITIVEE 

Shortly after the attack on Pearl 
Harbor，families，often with the 
men sent to different locales，were 
Telocated to primitive and remote 
camps and had their citizenship 
Tights suspended，， 

However，whereas the Ameri- 
can government released their 
internees at the end of the war 也 
1945，it ,was not until 1949 that 
the Canadian government 
allowed the Japanese to return to 
their homes in the western 
province of British Columbia, 

Many survivors of the camp 
experience are reluctant to speak 
of those times. Reverend Gordon 
Nakayama, an 82-year-old Angli- 
can priest recently shared some of

Police Scandals 
Shake Japan s 


Police Force 


TOKYO 一 Japans exemplary 
police force has recently been h 间 
with scandals that threaten to 
destroy the public's trust in its 
incorruptibility， 

Nine police officers in Osaka 
were arrested for allegedly 
accepting bribes for tipping o 持 
illegal gambling operations about 
upcoming police raids， The 
scandal also led to the suicide of 
two police officers， 

In Cumina prefecture,， north of 
Tokyo，a man sought for sexual 
offenses turned out to be a young 
policeman. 

Five major cases of police 
Corruption have been reported in 
the jlast Six years， Most have 
involved bribes to officers for 
either ignoring violations- of the 


law or for tipoffs, all in Osaka in . 


Western Japan， 

A spokesperson for the National 
Police Academy told the Christiam 
Science Momitor,，“Obviously these 
incidents have shaken public trust 
and we have to be deeply 
concerned.” 

Fifty-one Percent of those 
Surveyed last year by the 
government indicated they would 
volunteer information to the 
police because of their confidqence 
and trust in _ the police，Those 
factors are considered crucial in 
keeping the overall crime rate in 
Japan far lower than that in the 
US and western Europe， 


time fundraiser，Chow tries to 
target Specific funding sources for 
specific programs，rather than 
approaching as many soOuIces as 
possible and hoping a few w 计 
come through. 

“For instance，pharmaceutical 
companies could be approached 
for funding for drug education 
programs. After all, their products 
are being abused，so they could 
help with educating youth about 
drugs.” 

Chow is quick to point out， 
however, that private funding 
sources are not the final answer to 
Supporting social service agen- 
cies.“ They7e hurting, too.” 


TREATMENT 

“Also，people dont always see 
the real need for a program，es- 
pecially in the area of prevention . 
The emphasis now is less on 
prevention and moreontreatment，, 
dealing with a Problem once it's 
occurred，especially with drugs. 
There's money to treat, but not to 
prevent, she lamented， 

“Another problem is.that fund- 
ing is usually from one year to the 
Dext，but with issues of social 
change, it takes a long time and 
long-term planning. 

“ 工 wish a foundation would 
Piovide a five year grant, Then we 
could develop a ,long-range pro- 
gram and develop the staff 
better.” 

Chow is critical of the Reagan 
administration approach to ser- 
Vice cutbacks. “Its_like a man 
who，rather than lose weight all 
over, has an arm removed. There 
could be reductions all around， 
not just chopping of 入 whole areas， 
Its important to _ have coordina- 
tion (in areas of reductions).” 

UNISON 


She has seen one positive effect 


of the cutbacks: agencies must act' 


more in unison in seeking funding. 

“Initially，there were a lot of 
individual agencies，each ap- 
proaching funding sources，There 
was no system. But now,”Chow 
observed，“they're becoming more 
and more coordinated in their 
approach. It took less money to 
bring this about.” 

Despite _ the decreasing funds， 
though，Chow is confident that 
the center will be able to maintain 
its programs and perhaps even 
expand its services. She would like 
to expand the drug education 
Program, especially because of the 
Tise of quaalude use among Asian 
American youths. 

“Right now，we don't even get 
any state funds and we only have 
one sta 人 ft person in the prIogram.” 


The center cuirently has a 
program of going to sixth graders 
to teach them about drug abuse， 
Chow would like to see more such 
Programs， 


RESPONSIBILITY 

A second program Chow would 
like to introduce is a com- 
panionship program，Ppairing 
Asian American youths with the 
elderly. “It would teach the 
youths_ commitinity responsibility 
as Well as help the elderly. Id even 
like to see the youth responsible 
for developing the program,”she 
declared. 

The center is also buying a word 
processor to_ update the employ- 
ment training program by provid- 
ing training in high technology 
areas. This is a direction in which 
Chow encourages the center to 
move. “After all,”stated Chow， 
“You have to give people market- 
able skills.” 

To help insure the future of the 
center，Chow wants to see Imore 
grassroots support from among the 
community，such as community 
volunteers or private contribu- 
tions， 

“Right now TITm interested ip 
meeting people in the com- 
munity,” she said.

A second administration Pro- 
posal would reduce the minimum 
wage that could be paid to youths 
during summer employment.

Rick Topkins，an employment 
counselor at the Chinatown Youth

This proposal would only 
serve to legalize the situation.” 

LONG-TERM 

Topkins also questioned the 
administration's-approach to 
dealing， with unemployment 
through _ highway reconstruction . 
“ 工 don't see mtch long-term 
effect,” he said，“The kind of 
training people would get for the 
highway projects wouldnt help 
get them jobs afterwards.” 

He hypothesized that 计 highly 
technical skills are needed, laid-off 
highway workers would simply be 
Te-hired， without providing 
needed job training for the long- 
term unemployed.

Draft Registration Applies 
Despite Legal Setbacks

Confessions form the 
core of “evidence” used in the

Two senior police officers also 
Tesigned in connection with the 
case for “neglect of duty” in 
preventing an illegal investiga- 
ton. 

Skepticism greeted the apparent 


-change in the government's _atti- 


tude. One critic charged that tie 
gesture was an attempt to“cover 
up the torture of political 
Prisoners,” 

Others pointed out that the 
Agency for National Security 
Planning (formerly the Korean 
CIA) and the Defense Security

"State level boards are debating 
now on whether to collect fees and 
tuitions from students in order to 
help supplement the struggling 
economy and state expenditures, 
explained the Chancellor， 

Wong feels that the imposition

Before the days of respirators， 
patients whose respiratory muscles 
failed would die， Now most 
Tecover but must stay on 3a respir- 
ator a long time followed by a

Mei Mei，however，who came 
off the respirator xithin three 
weeks was up and running within 
a _ couple of months.， Her_ rapid 
Tecovery probably was due to a 
treatment called Plasmapheresis 
which replaced the blood plasma 
containing the offending anti- 
bodies with new plasma， 


PLASMA 

The method employs amachine 
to slowly:-remove the'"blood， 
separate out the plasma and 
Feintroducerthe-bloocd-comtainimg 
the new plasma. It has been tried 
on adults with Guillain-Barre 
Syndrome at various centers 
around the country，and Dr. 
Vichinsky has had personal exper- 
ience with its use on seven or eight 
young adults. He admitted he 
knows of no cases involving small 
children except for Mei Mei s， 

While Dr. Vichinsky em- 
phasized that application of plas- 
mapheresis to this“particular 
jillness was still in an experimen-

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tal phase,， Some doctors may have 


enough experience to determine 
whether the treatment should be 
adopted as a part of the treat- 
ment. 

He recommended it for Mei 
Mei,， he said,，because of the“life- 
threatening”nature of her case. 
But the smaller the patient，the 
riskier the treatment itself is，hbe 
said. 

Mei Meis problem began inno- 
cuously enough with a sore throat 
and TIunny nose in early 
February. Then one morning she 
woke up too weak to _ get out of 
bed. 

FROZEN 

Tests at Mt. Diablo Hospital in 
Concord indicated she probably 
had Guillain-Barre Syndrome 一 
Which usually is preceded by an 
infection such as influenza 一 and 
she was transferred to Children's 
Hospital, 

By the end of the first day，she 
had developed almost total 
paralysis，with only a bit of 
movement left in her face. 

“Tts like I 工 was frozen,” Mei Mei 
recalled recently. 

“It looked jlike we would lose 
her,”is how her mother, Pai Chin， 
felt at the time. 

After discussions with Mei 
Meis family，Intensive Care Unit 
director Dr， Byron Aoki and 
neurologist 了 qdqward Senz，Vichin- 
Sky advised plasmapheresis. 

FUNCTION 

Mei Mei was connected to the 
machine her second week 让 the 
hospital，and begamni to recoverT 
muscle function within the first 12 
hours,. Her treatment consisted of 
an hour on the machine for three 
days in a row,， A week later the 
routine was repeated for two days. 

By late February，Mei Mei had 
regained enough strength to be 
taken'off'the respirator: The-first 
week in March，she went home. 
At first，she was not very mobile. 
“TI couldn't walk or stand or any- 
thing, ”she said. “ 工 was still a little 
Weak.” 

But by her second week home 
she was on her feet.

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Child Abuse in Asian American 
Families: Myth or Reality ?

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Child 
abuse 一 does it exist in the Asian 
community or not? According to 
some of the experts who deal with 
the issue, it depends， 

Without trying to sound eva- 
Sive，HarIry Cin，an Alameda 
County social worker explained， 
“By law, abuse is any injury that 
appears to have been a result of a 
non-accident，and statements by 
the child or parents are incon- 
Sistent with the actual injury, 

MISUNDERSTOOD 

“Minorities who are not versed 
in nglish,” Gin claimed, “are 
unable to communicate，They're 
misunderstood.” Because many 
cannot explain accurately what 
has happened, authorities con- 
clude they are not speaking the 
truth 

“This gives rise to the myth 一 
or reality 一 that minorities use 
corporal punishment,， 

While he disagreed with a 
characterization by many of his 
fellow white social workers that 
Asians are“soft on_ child abuse,” 
Gin nevertheless acknowledged， 
“We dont condone physical 
abuse, In the absence of 
pathology，though， corporal 
punishment is all right.” 

“In Asian cultures we don't 
label it as Sick declared， 


stated Cin， 


VICTIMS 

Caryl Ito，a Santa Clara 
County Social worker cited an 
exarmple of misunderstanding be- 
tween the Western and Asian 
cultures, “It was only just recently 
in Western culture (that) corporal 
punishment was considered not a 
good thing.” 

“Immigrant mothers，as Dew- 
comers, become victims of (abuse) 
laws without understanding them . 
They dont know their opportun- 
ities and rights,”Ito asserted . 

“In the last ten years We've 
experienced a vast increase in the 
Asian population，especially with 
Indochinese. We have cases where 
a “family is raked over the coals,” 
stated the South Bay worker， 
“because they practiced moxiebus- 
tion.” 

Moxiebustion，Ito explained is a 
Vim/yamng-type remedy in which a 
coin or similar object is rubbed on 
the body to extract “cold ele- 
ments”from the 订 person's chest 
Or back. The process leaves tem- 
porary，but highly visible marks 
on the bodqy. 

PROBATION 
“One juvenile court judge in 
Santa Clara County ruled that a 
family should not use that 
method irrespective of the rights 
of the family to use something that 
has worked for years....The 
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judge has ordered the family 
placed under Probation with the 
condition that they can't use that 
method 让 a Westerna one is more 
appIropriate，recalled Ito. 

She argued that this sutation 
occurs when people who have 


to physical abuse, the term“child 
abuse"” could also inlcude neglect 
一 both physical and emotional 一 
and sexual molestation. While 
Chung acknowledged that at her 
agency, they have seen all types of 
abuse，Gin clarified that in the 


Asian community the two most . 


common are emotional neglect 
and physical abuse. 
FEOSTER CARE 一 
In Alameda _ County， Gin

“We clearly see the role of an 


outsider coming in to help make 
changes for the childq's sake,”she 
stated. 


Chung argued that on occasion， 
families may need more help now 
than ever.“There are changes in 


|the roles of immigrant mothers 


and fathers. The woman used to 


take care of the children, but now 


work ，(outside the home), The 
husband doesn't want to take part 
in taking care of the children or 
doing the housework. 

“The marriage becomes stress- 
ful，and there's more neglect of 
children， Parents are_ tired,” 
Chung observed，

earn a living to survive, ”con-

Gin explained that in addition 


“Children are neglected be-- 


children in fostercarebecausetheir 
own homes are not acceptable. 
Asians number only 15, including 
10 unaccompanied minors， These 
minors are composed primarily of 
Vietnamese children who fled 
their homelands without Parents. 

Numbering about 160, Santa 
Clara's unaccompanied minors 
find themselves placed largely 
with Vietnamese families,， Ito 
noted，however, :alternatives for 
older children are more limited 

“Alot run away and set up 
independent householdqs with 
other 18- and 19-year-olds..….. 
We want to keep them ip Viet- 
namese families，but many of 
those families have not gotten to 
the point where they can take care 
of another child,”she added， 

Though in general few Asians 
actually end up in foster homes， 
the three social workers agreed 
there was a great need to help 
their colleagues and others 记 the 
foster care System _ understand 
Asian culture better to truly help 
families. 


STRUCTURED 

“Counseling is a middqle class， 
European-Judeo concept;,”as- 
serted Cin. The alternatives (pie- 
sented) include democracy，which 
is consistent with VWestern values. 
In the Asian culture, that value is 
not as important. Instead，it"s 
structured with lines of authority 
from the top to bottom,” 

In order to facilitate the under- 
standing of different cultures， 
Gin，Chung，Ito and many other 
minority family wokers formed 
the Multicultural Coordinating 
Council for Childqren and Famil- 
ies, Inc., in 1977. 

As a small，but highly visible 
statewide band of Asian Ameri- 
can,， Black，Hispanic and Ameri- 
can Indian professionals，they 
meet together to_ give each other 


SUpport，and to work out ways to 


effect changes in the system which 
they feel does not adequately 
address the needs of minority 
families. 
PRESSURE 
“We have invited people from 
the Department of Social Services 


to come out and give in-service 
training on how to coordinate 


better services. . . .But， politely， 
we ask them 让 they have enough 


bilingualworkers; have they trie 
to set up families for foster care 一 
minority families for foster ， 
homes?P ”cited Chung， 翅 

“We want them to feel pressure ， 
(from us),， she declared. 

Chung went on to argue that 
for many Chinatown families， 
foster care iegulations prove too 
Testrictive.

Through their work together at 
the， council，the three Asian 
Americans have adapted Western 
counseling techniques to work 
with their clients， Chung noted 
that Chinese families perceive ， 
female workers. differently than 
male ones, and that they also look 
at the age of the therapist. 

“A young mother accepts me 
more than an older mother,”she 
commented. .“Generally fathers 
prefer male workers. . . .In family 
therapy，the father、 prefers a 
One-to-one session and not to see 
the worker with the mother-. 
present. ”Yet another example of 
an Asian adaptation is the use of 
one worker for the child and one 
for the mother. 


Even with the adaptation，how-

The Fine Paper kifigafion was comprised of more tfhan 45 lawsuits filed in Federal courts, in which ofher 
plainfiffs，on behalf of a naftionwide class of privafe direct purchasers, and cerftain states on behalf of 
themselves and their statfe entifies, alleged tfhaf fthe defendanfts engaged in a conspiracy to fix the prices of 
fine paper products, including reprographic paper, from January 1 1965 through June 30, 1977. All of fhe 
Fine Paper Lifigation defendants whose proposed setflemenf is before this Court，settled tfhe non- 
governmental direct Purchaser acftions and/or certain state governmental actions in the Fine Paper Lifiga- 
Yion while continuing to deny their liability. Cases brought+ by 10 sfates including +fhe state of California 
were tried before a iury and on December 2, 1980, fhe jury, finding no conspiracy, returned a verdicfin favor 
of all defendants at trial. This verdict has been affirmed by the United Staftes Courf of Appeals for fhe Third 
Circuif.
